CLAN JOHNSTON'S WELCOME HOME! 


Members Who Served in the World War Entertained at a 
Banquet Served By the Local Scotch 
Fraternity. 


Twenty of the thirty-eight members 
of Clan Johnston 185, O. S. C., who took 
part in the Great War were tendered a 
banquet by members of the Clan ahd | 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary 42 in Garfield 
Hiall on last Friday evening. 

Although Clan Johnston has not as 
large membership it has more gold stars | 
on its service flag and a record of more 
imen wounded, cited and decorated, than 
any other organization in Andover. 
When the World War started, the first 
men to go from Andover were David 
1, Waldie and Norman McLeish, both 
members of Clan Johnston. Clansmen 
fought with Canadians in France, Bel- 
vium, Italy, Salonika and Serbia. They 
were found in the YankeesDiyision, the 
76th Division and the heavy ‘Artillery; 
they laid mines in the North Sea with 
the American navy and served with 
the Red Cross in Czecho-Slovakia. The 
first man from Andover to give his life in 
the war was a clansman, and the first 
one to be wounded was also a member 
of Clan Johnston. 


Clan Johnston had thirty-eight mem- 
bers in the service and-three of them lie

The plea has been made 
that it would prevent crap- -shooling, 
but Lawrence movie houses were open 
Sundays and yet in the back alleys 
there was just as much crap-shooting 
going on as on any other day.

William Caldwell said two wrongs did 
not make a right and that Sunday mo- 
vies were proposed not for the benefit 
of the town but for the financial interest 
of the proprietor of the movie house. 

Charles W. Clark held the same view 
and regarded it as a tendency to serail 
down the ideals for which Andover has 
so long stood. If movies are desired by 
a majority well and good, but-he did: 
not believe that that time had come or 
that Andover needed Sunday movies. 

S. R. Harris could not see what dis- 
advantage it would be to the town if 
Sunday movies were allowed.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Memorial Hall Library: 


(GENTLEMEN: 


I herewith submit the report 


of the library for the twelve 


months ending December 31, 1919. 


The circulation of books for this year exceeds that for 1918 


by 3217, the total for 1919 being 


42322, as opposed to 39105 for 


1918. This is partly due to the fact that we escaped a repetition 


of the influenza epidemic, which 


a year ago, obliged us to close 


for three weeks, and partly to a greater use of the library, both in 
Andover and at the Ballardvale branch, which reports an increase 
of 553 more volumes circulated during 1919. 


Our war service did not end wi 


th the cessation of the fighting; 


we had still our part of the reconstruction work to do. Books and 


magazines were still needed for

With the return of the men from service, there has been a 
steadily growing demand for books on business and industries of 
various kinds, all of which we.are endeavoring to supply. These 
books are expensive, so that it is fortunate that the State Library 
Commission has recognized a condition existing all over Massa- 


chusetts and plans to meet it. 


If their plans are carried out, 


there will be established in Boston a big technical lending library, 
from which any library in the state may borrow to meet any call 
uponit. The books are already inexistence, having formed a part 
of the overseas and camp libraries of the American Library As- 
sociation, and it only-remains to assemble them in a central 
place where they will be available for all. We have done our best 
to provide these technical and business books, and in this connec- 
tion are indebted to the Tyer Rubber Company, which is fur- 
nishing for the reading room a copy of the India Rubber World. 
Our reference work as usual, has been heavy, especially with 


the schools. 


The customary lectures on the use of reference 


books were given, to the sophomore classes in the Punchard 
School. This year, the class was so large that it was necessary 
to extend the lectures through a period of four weeks in order to 


give every pupil the benefit of 
doubt that this work brings the

It is interesting to lodk back over the year and to realize how 
many of the social events of the town are connected with the 
library. The library provided the material used by the High 
School for the Goldsmith and Barnard prize contests; it fur- 
nished stories and poems for every historic anniversary and holi- 
day celebrated by the schools; almost every church entertainment 
had its source in some library book, or its originators came for 


help in carrying out their plans;

ings were based on material found on our shelves; the children 
at their parties have played games and acted plays taken from 


library books. 


All these are community tributes to our work, 


and in addition, there is a countless number of questions answered 
for individuals who have learned that when they want to find out 


anything, the library is the place 


to go. 


For the coming year, we are facing a serious question in the 
very greatly increased cost of books. Before the war, the price 
of the average novel was $1.25. It increased to $1.35, to $1.50, to 
$1.60, to $1.75, and is now openly appearing at $2.00. This is 
true, not only of fiction, but of books in all classes; in some cases 


the price is doubled. Many of 
biographies of the year are being 


the interesting and important 
issued at prohibitive prices. For 


these, we are obliged to wait until the first demand for the book is 
past, and we can obtain it at a sale. A dollar to-day in buying a 
book counts for only about a third of what it did five years ago. 
This fact makes it more than evernecessary to consider carefully 
every book purchased, and to buy only those of certain worth and 
permanent value. , We cannot afford to buy books’ of interest only 


for the passing moment. 
The cost of living strikes the 


library at all sides, not only in 


books, but in everything from coal to paste. To carry on our 


work as we have done in the past 


_ to keep the same high standard 


of work and ideals, means an increased appropriation from the 


town, not only. for necessary materials, but 


proper administration.

American Fruit in Yorkshire 


“There is an extensive. demand in 
Yorkshire for American fruit, and es- 
pecially for apples and pears,” accord- 
ing to a report of the American Vice 
Consul in charge at Leeds, England, 
dated December 4, 1919. “The period 
of the year when sales of American 
apples are the largest is from November 
to May. Australian apples are on the 
market from) May until August, and 
English apples from) September until 
November. 

“The eating apple is most in demand, 
and although nearly all American va- 
rieties are on sale here, the Oregon New- 
towns, Spitzbergen and Jonathans are 
the most popular brands, As compared 
with the English apple, a large Leeds 
fruit merchant has stated that the 
American fruit is superior in quality. 
It is understood also that the American 
shippers are more careful in their pack- 
ing and grading of their apples. Ameri- 
can pears are also in large demand 
and plums to a lesser degree. 

“As regards canned fruits, there is a 
good demand for all kinds ,arfd this 
demand prevails the year round. Dur- 
ing September and October, however, 
while the English apple is on the market, 
the demand for canned fruit is not as 
large. 

“There are numerous large whole- 
sale merchants in Leeds dealing in 
fruits. Buying is generally not done 
direct. with American shippers but 
through agents and importers located 
in the distributing centers such as Ton- 
don and Liverpool.” 


MAGIC IN GOLD AND HUMOR 


How Happy Combination of the Two 
Put End to “Run” on Famous 
English Bank.

Pages of Popular History 


Writing history in letters a foot tall 
on pages eighteen feet high and standing 
the pages along the roadside so that he 
who runs may read, is the most recent 
method adoted for recalling to mem- 
ory much of the forgotten lore in which 
Massachusetts is rich. 

Motoring along some peaceful coun- 
try highway, far removed to-day from 
the spots where history is believed to be 
in the making, one comes upon a great 
open book labelled “History. of the 
United States’ and learns from its 
pages that near that quiet, secluded 
spol, occurred some event that’ back 
in the day of the red skins or in Revo- 
lutionary times, made a decided dent 
in the course of events. 

When these pages of history first be- 
gan to appear on the Iandscape, auto- 
mobilists expressed a friendly interest 
in them, but as more and more places of 
historical significance were marked, 
there came from the motorists a chorus 
of approval. Motor routes that were 
formerly rather dull affairs, have sud- 
denly become filled with a new interest, 
become alive® 
again with Indians, sturdy colonists re- 
people the countryside and Continental 
troops wage their small but fateful 
warfare behind stone fences and on 
grassy hilltops. 

The credit for this novel method of 
reviving interest in the events of by- 
gone days, belongs to the United States 
Tire Company. While one page of the 
big open book sets forth interesting his- 
torical data, the other page -dees net 
hesitate to assert the oft-reiterated 
truth that “United States tires are good 
tires.”’ 

The erection of these big bulletin 
boards — they are fifty feet leng and 
eighteen feet tall —is not confined to 
Massachusetts. Already New Eng- 
land’s towns and villages, redolent with 
tales of Pilgrims and patriots, are 
dotted with the big books. In a score 
of States in the Middle West) and 
South, many boards are in place, and 
on the Pacific Coast tourists learn the 
history of California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington from the boards. 


The boards are not things of a season 
only, It is the intention to “turn a 
page” each year and place new history 
upon It. 

Each board fits into the landseape and 
by the fact that it performs a genuine 
service, obviates the criticism directed 
against many bill boards. Instead of 
opposing the erection. of the big books, 
many communities are stirred by local 
pride to urge that boards be erected 
in their vicinity, and many land-owners 
who have hitherto shown — hostility 
when asked for permission to have sign 
boards placed on their property consent 
gladly to have their town advertised by 
some of the historical bulletins. 

These bulletin boards relate the tra- 
ditional facts regarding the visits of 
Northmen under Leif Erikson, who is 
said to have come to Massachusetts’ 
shores 600 vears earlier than the first 
European explorer, Bertholomew Gos- 
/nold, Who explored Massachusetts) in 
1602, and tell of events up to the efforts 
of Massachusetts men and women to 
win the World War. 

Gosnold skirted the ecast from Salem 


}southward to Cape Cod and discovered 


the neighboring islands,: according to 
the history briefly told on these historical 
bulletin boards.

How Badly United States 
is Paying Its Pastors 


| MANY GET $600 YEARLY; 
OTHERS BARELY $1500 


What are the chances of a young 
man who intends to be a lawyer of 
making $3,000 a year? What are the 
doctor’s chances? What of the min- 
ister or the manufacurer? 
| The lawyer has exactly one chance 
|in five. The doctor’s chances are one 
|in seven. It is ten to one against the 
manufacturer. The modern minister, 
however, who formerly ranked with the 
doctor and lawyer as a member of the 
“learned professions,” has fallen hope- 
|lessly behind. He is a 100 to 1 shot. 

These figures are part of a mass of 
astonishing facts brought to light by 
the world survey being made by the 
jInterchurch World Movement and 
| whose sources of information are such 
that many economists and statisticjans 
are availing themselves of the results.

It was a Marathon race, so to speak, 
that lasted over a year, the finish taking | 
place last October. And it was a race 
for real money, $1,000 being the prize. 
Strangely enough, both sides won. <A} 
net profit of $1,000 from each group of | 
hens in a period of one year was the | 
goal set for each club, and both groups 
cleared considerably more than that 
amount. Eleven boys living near Goshen 
(including the three now tending their | 
flocks while going to college) constituted 
one club, and the other, known as the} 
West Hartford Poultry Club, was com- 
posed of boys living near Hartford. The | 
unique contest was suggested by the 
State club leader of Connecticut, who | 
had the cooperation of the poultry ex- 
tension specialist of the agricultural 
college. 


Ina sense each club was racing against | 
time to see if its hens, which aggregated 
approximately 100, could be made te 
produce $1,00Q,profit a year. Naturally 
also there was rivalry between the two 
clubs to see which would make the big- 
gest showing. Both clubs held monthly 
meetings at which each boy reported 
regarding his flock —the number of 
hens, the number of eggs laid, the am- 
ount of scratch feed and dry mash used. 
More, than one boy received kindly but 
pointed criticism of his methods when 
reports showed poor egg production. 
At the close of the club year the West 
Hartford club had made a profit. of | 
$3.92 a hen, while the Goshen club did 
even better, with .a profit of S4.00 a} 
bird. ‘Thus each club its | 
goal by a wide margin. 

Inspired by the three
